TO WAR STATUS 

becretary Knox Gives Passports 
to Zelaya’s Representative 


DELIVERS SCATHING LETTER 


Chief Executive of Nicaragua Brand- 

"ed Practically as a Common Male- 
factor, Whose Administration Has 
Been a Blot Upon Name of Good 
Government—Cause of Revolution- 
ists Recognized by United States— 
Murder of Americans Denounced 


Washington, Dec. 2.—Secretary of 
Btate Knox late yesterday returned 
the passports of Felipe Rodriguez, 
stharge d'affaires of the Nicaraguan 
legation, with a letter scathingly de- 
aouncing the Zelayan administration 
ef the government of Nicaragua. 

The letter is definitely declared to 
express the views of President Taft 
and is about as plain-spoken as any- 
thing emanating from the. state de- 
partment in many years, 

The extraordinary feature of the let- 
ter is that it seems to evince a de- 
termination on the part of the United 
Btates to hold President Zelaya per- 
sonally responsible for the alleged 
torture and execution of the Ameri- 
tans—Cannon and Groce—and it ex- 
hibits the unique situation of one gov- 
ernment holding the chief executive of 
another practically as a common 
malefactor. 

Zelaya is branded as a violator of 
solemn international conventions, a 
filsturber of the national and _inter- 
national -peace,.a tyrant. whose ad- 
ministration has been a blot upon the 
aame of good government. 

Secretary Knox virtually announces 
the recognition of the Nicaraguan 
revolutionists and declares it to be the 
tonviction of the United States that 
the revolution represents the senti- 
ments of a majority of the Nicaraguan 
people and that there is evidently no 
tesponsible government with which 
the United States can deal. 

He, therefore, announces that all 
parties will be held accountable for 
their actions as affecting the inter- 
ests of Americans and the peace of 
Central America. He ‘further in- 
formed Rodriguez that while he has 
fost his diplomatic quality he may 
still serve as an “unofficial” channel 
of communication with the faction 
which he is regarded as representing. 

This brings the crisis as near to the 
status of war as it could be brought 
oy executive action without a definite 
fleclaration by both houses of con- 
tress, which will convene next Mon- 
fay. 

Mr. Knox’s letter in all but so many 
words makes it plain that his action 
represents the wish and-attitude of all 
‘the Central American states with the 
single exception of Honduras, which 
is regarded here as entirely dominat- 
ed by Zelaya. Mexico has all along 
shown its sympathy with the United 
States in this matter. 

Just what status the consular repre- 
sentatives of the United States in 
Nicaragua now enjoy is not definitely 
explained. It is expected, however, 
that Vice Consul Caldera,’ who has 
been occupying the legation in Man- 
agua, with the other consuls in that 
eountry, will be given their pass- 
ports today. This is the usual pro- 
cedure in such international cases as 
this.

The scenes about the polling places 
throughout the state were without 
precedent in the south, brass. bands 
being called in to drown out the 
prayers of the anti-liquor element. 

Thousands of women and children 
ippeared about @he voting places, cof- 
lee and sandwiches were served with- 
out stint, and exhorters on every hand 
called upon the voters to carry the 
amendment through. Fights were 
prolific, and one man dropped dead 
through excitement. 

The result is looked upon by party 
leaders as indicating a reaction of the 
great prohibition wave that swept 
the south two years ago, causing great 
comment all over the country.

the secretary puts it. 

The value of farm products was 
$8,.00,000,000, a gain of $869,000, -

ducted by the department, which 
shows that in fifty cities the total re- 
tail cost charged to consumers for 
beef above the wholesale cost paid by 
the retailers averaged 38 percent. The 
lower the grade of beef the greater 
was the percentage of gross profit to 
the retailer. :

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A Valuable Conference 


The State Board of Agriculture will 
hold its annual winter meeting, for 
lectures and discussions, at Grange 
hall, Dracut, just out of Lowell, on 
December 7, 8, and 9, -These meet- 
ings have been held every year from 
the beginning of the work of the 
Board, and were the first instances 
in this state of vocational instruction 
outside of educational institutions. 
The program for this meeting prom- 
ises to be the best and most inter- 
esting ever furnished. 

On the first day, Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 7, there will be a lecture at 10.30 
a. m., on “Market Gardening,” by H. 
B. Fullerton, superintendent of agri- 
cultural development for the Long 
Island Railroad. Mr. Fullerton has 
had a great deal of experience in this 
line and is a very interesting and mag- 
netic speaker. 

At 2 p. m, Dean Eugene Daven- 
port, of the Collége of Agriculture 
of Illinois, will speak -on “The De- 


velopment of Agriculture by Orgar- 


ized Effort.’ Dean Davenport ap- 
pears for the first time in this state, 
but comes with the reputation of be- 
ing one of the big men in agricultural 
education. From’ this meeting he 
goes to the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural college, where he addresses the 
students on two occasions, 

In the evening Prof. F. C. Sears 
will follow up the good work he has 
been doing for orcharding by a lec- 
ture on “Varieties of Apples for 
Massachusetts Orchards.” Almost 


every other phase of apple growing | & 


has been taken up by the Board, and 
there is no one better fitted to dis- 
cuss this question of varieties than 
Prof. Sears, who is professor of po- 
mology at the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural college, and.a practical.apple 
grower of great experience. i 

On the second day the morning 
lecture, at 10.30 a. m., will be on 
“The Education of the Dairyman and 
the Dairy Cow,” by Prof. H. E. Cook, 
professor of animal husbandry at the 
State School. of Agriculture, at Can- 
ton, N. Y. Prof. Cook is also a new 
speaker for Massachusetts audiences, 
but one of the foremost dairy author- 
ities of the east and a very interest- 
ing speaker as well. 

In the afternoon, at 2 p. m., there 
will be a lecture on “Crop Rotation 
for the Dairy Farm,’ by O H. Dan- 
iels of Middletown, Conn. Mr. Dan- 
iels has been a very successful dairy- 
man for many years. His success he 
attributes in the main, to the system 
of crop rotation he has developed 
and follows, which-he will fully ex- 
plain. : 

At 8 p. m. there will be a banquet 
at the Richardson Hotel, under the 
auspices of the Lowell Board of 
Trade. Hon. Harold Parker, chair- 
man of the Massachusetts Highway 
Commission, will speak on “State 
Highways, Their Value to the Farm- 
er and Merchant.” . David Snedden, 
the newly-elected commissioner of 
Education, will also be present and 
will speak on some phase of vocation- 
al education. 

There will be one lecture on Thurs- 
day, the last day, at 10.30 a, m., on 
“Poultry. on Small Farths,” by_ Rev. 
W. H. Davenport of Colrain, Mass. 
Mr. Davenport has-been very suc- 
cessful in handling poultry _under 
such conditions and will describe his 
methods and give results. |

I. Hood, with its famous herd of Jer-

“INTO THE FRA 


Makes a Speech Declaring War 
on British | Peers 


REJECTION OF OF THE BUDGET 


Termed a Breach ater yg the Constitution 
In Motion Which He Will Put Be- 
fore House of Commons—Will Have 
Strong Endorsement: of Cabinet— 
Leaders of Various Parties Complet- 
Ing Plans For an Active Campaign 


London, Dec, 2.—Premier Asquith 
announced in the house of commons 
that he would move a resolution to 
the effect that the action of the house 
of lords in refusing to pass into law 
the financial provisions made by the 
lower chamber for the expenses of 
the year was a breach of the consti- 
tution and an usurpation of the rights 
of the house of commons. 


_. HERBERT H. ASQUITH. 
When the premier entered 


the 
chamber yesterday afternoon, the 
supporters of fhe government rose to 
their feet and greeted him with ring- 
ing cheers. Immediately following 
the conclusion of routine business the 
prime minister took the floor. 

As soon as he had concluded the 
house adjourned. In introducing his 
resolution Asquith will go exhaustively 
into the question of the privileges of 
the house of lords and the house of 
commons and state in detail the gov- 
ernment’s intentions. He will also 
fix the day of prorogation, which 
probably will be next Friday. 

The political crisis caused by the 
unprecedented action of the house of 
lords in refusing its consent to the 
government’s budget. is developing 
rapidly. The cabinet, which had al- 
ready determined upon the policy it 
would pursue in the event of Lord 
Lansdowne’s amendment being car- 
ried, a conclusion which was fore- 
seen from the first, met yesterday to 
condemn its decision and consider the 
wording of a motion which Asquith 
will ask the house of commons — to 
adopt. This motion will constitute a 
remonstrance against what the Lib- 
erals contend to have been an invasion 
by the peers of the rights of the low- 
er house. 

All the members of the cabinet were 
present at the meeting, which excited 
so much popular interest: that a great 
crowd gathered in the vicinity of No. 
10 Downing street, the official resi- 
dence of the premier, and where so 
many historic meetings have been 
held. 

While the cabinet was in session 
leaders of the various parties were 
completing plans for the great politi- 
cal campaign that will rage in Great 
Britain and Ireland, the greatest Eng- 
land has ever seen. It will be a con- 
flict of free trade against the tariff, of 
the house of lords against the people. 

With the foreknowledge’ thatthe 
house of lords would reject the finan- 
cial bill, the leaders of every party 
had prepared for the campaign before 
Tuesday night’s action by the upper 
chamber. Today they are ready and 
the fight is on. The _ suffragettes 
promise to take a prominent part in 
the contest.

New York, Dec. 2.—Virginia Ward- 
law, a bent and grayhaired spinster, 
was arraigned before a recorder at 
East Orange, N. J., formally charged 
with the murder of her young niece, 
Mrs. Ocey W. N. Snead, whose al- 
most nude body was found in a bath- 
tub in a deserted house in East Or- 
ange. Death, according to the coron- 
er, was due to drowning in less than 
a foot of water. 

In view of the many mysterious 
features of the case, a $20,000 in- 
surance policy on the victim’s life, the 
fact that she owned property valued 
at $16,000 and her aparent helpless- 
ness for months past, Miss Wardlaw 
was held without bail and committed 
to jail for examination on Monday. 


INFANTS QUIETED 
WITH PAREGORIC 


May Have Gaused Death of 
Many in Baby Home 


Providence, Dec, 2.—That the ad- 
ministration of drugs was made at 
the Myrtle baby home to keep the 
children quiet when they were rest- 
less was brought out at the coroner’s 
inquest on the deaths of twenty-four 
infants in the home since June 19. 

Overseer of the Poor Calef, in his

‘Mrs. Ethel L. Gilbree told him that 
she had been instructed at the home 
to give the babies paregoric to keep 


them quiet. 
Physicians state that the use of 
paregoric will cause intestinal 


troubles, and many of the children 
died from acute troubles of that na- 
ture. 


» BALLINGER EXONERATED 


Wickersham Finds That None of the 
Charges Against Him Are Sustained 

Washington, Dec. 2.—President 
Taft received a report from Attorney 
General Wickersham on Richard A. 
Ballinger, both as land commissioner 
and secretary of the interior, in which 
Ballinger is completely exonerated 
of all charges made against him.. The 
investigation included also his conduct 
while out of office after he left the 
land office and before he came back 
to Washington to assume the duties 
of the interior secretary. 

It is significant that one of the 

scharges brought forth against Ballin- 
ger recently was that made by Louis 
R. Glavis, formerly a land agent, to 
the effect that in a decision Wicker- 
sham overruled Ballinger in the Cun- 
ningham coal land cases. 

The report is really the latest phase 
in the Balilnger-Pinchot antagonism. 
It has the effect of putting the whole 
matter up to Pinchot. 


GAGE AGAIN MARRIED 


Former Secretary of Treasury Takes 
Bride Many Years His Junior 
“Coronado, Cal., Nov, 28.—-Lyman 
J. Gage, former secretary of the 
treasury, was married to Mrs. Ada 
Ballou, daughter of George M. Bal- 
lou, at her parents’ home in Coron- 
ado. Gage is 73 and the bride a 

widow of 35. 

Mrs. Gage married Robert L. 
Crane in 1902, but they were divorced 
two years later in New York. She 
became later a member of the sextet 
in one of the “Florodora” companies. 
Gage has been married twice before.

TAFT 1S AFTER 
SUGAR TRUST 


Has Decided Opinions as to 
Where Blame Shou'd Rest 


WILL MAKE MEANING PLAIN 


Found That Managers of Corporation 
Own Comparatively Little Stock, It 
Having. Been Unloaded Upon New 
Englanders, Much of It Being Held 
by Trustees For Widows and Lega- 
tees of Estates—Congress Will Act 


Washington, Nov. 29.—There is a 
kettle heating in the White House for 
the managers of the sugar trust. Un- 
less something akin to a miracle hap- 
pens to change President Taft’s con- 
victions the men who have been di- 
recting the affairs of the American 
Sugar Refining company will receive 
an excoriation in his message to con- 
gress the like of which no corporation 
has ever before had. 

What Theodore Roosevelt used to 
say of corporations is confidently ex- 
pected to sound like an extract from 
a rhythmical tract when placed be- 
side the personal opinion of William 
H. Taft as to the acts by which the 
sugar trust corrupted the employes of 
the government. He has decided opin- 
fons as to where the blame should be 
laid, and he will make no reservations 
in his drafting of the English lan- 
guage to make his meaning plain. 

Investigation on the part of the gov- 
ernment has developed the startling 
fact that the men who now manage the 
affairs of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing company own but a comparatively 
small percentage of its stocks. Just 
how this change was brought and 
when will be an interesting phase of 
the congressional investigation. 

Curiously enough, it appears to be 
the careful New Englander who has 
acquired the stigar stock as the men 
close to the main office of the trust 
must have unloaded. It developed that 
60 percent of the stock is owned in 
New England, and there has been 
something of a panic among the rep- 
resentatives and senators from the 
states of Yankeeland at the prospect 
of what may follow. Practically. one- 
half of the trust stock, according to 
the result of the government’s in- 
vestigations, is held by trustees for 
widows and the legatees of estates, 

The president is suspicious of the 
situation under which’ it is found that 
the men in control of the great trust 
hold so small a percentage of its stock 
and the distribution of it, which ap- 
pears to have occurred during a com- 
paratively short time. 

Something of ‘the power and vigor 
of expression which hides behind the 
president's smile is likely to make it- 
self felt when he says what he has in 
mind to say of the operations of the 
officers of the trust. 

This determination on the part of 
the president will operate to the de- 
feat of the campaign of the depart- 
ment of justice to prevent its evidence 
being opened through an investiga- 
tion by congress. Unless this argu- 
ment can be brought to bear upon 
the president with sufficient force to 
bottle his wrath, the action of con- 
gress in the sugar investigation will 
come with a rush. 

Some of the men in congress who 
are least in fear of public opinion do 
not hesitate to admit that they would 
not dare place themselves in the posi- 
tion of voting against an investiga- 
tion, even though they doubt its wis- 
dom during the pendency of the 
trials. 


Stay For Labor Leaders 
Washington, Dec. 1.—The court of 
appeals of.the District of Columbia 
granted the petition of Messrs. Gom- 
pers, Mitchell and Morrison. in .the 
contempt case against them,. for a 


stay of execution of the mandate -of 


the court sending them to jail. The 
mandate is stayed indefinitely, pend- 
ing appeal to the supreme court of the 
United States. 


Charges Against Police Commission 

Berlin, N. H., Dec. 2.—Governor 
Quinby._ and council have begun an in- 
vestigation of the charge that the po- 
lice commission of this city is pro- 
tecting from twenty-five to twenty- 
eight illegal liquor saloons. 


New Aeroplane Record 
Hourmelon, France, Dec. 2.—Bat- 
tling against a wind of nearly forty 
miles an hour, Hubert Latham at- 
tained a height of between 475 and 
500 metres (about 1600 feet), beating 
the official world record. 


Earthquake In Asia Minor 
Constantinople, Dec. 2.—According 
to a dispatch from Bitlis, Asiatic 
Turkey, several small villages in that 
vicinity have been destroyed by an 
earthquake.

Glover go to the Waltham laundry 
with a woman on the night of the 
murder and to have heard the shots 
which ‘caused Glover's death a few 
minutes later, told his story to The 
Post representative last night. His

Carl Norton, 22 years old, is the 
witness, and he says that Police In- 
spector McKenna came and took down 
his statement in writing last week.

‘HAS DISAPPEARED 


His Whereabouts Un Unknown Even 
to Ais Backer

is. Confiding in only one man and

GIRLS WIN BIG STRIKE 


Fifteen Thousand Shirtwaist Makers 
Return to Work In New York 

New York, Nov. 30.—The striking 
girl shirtwaist makers have forced 
116 manufacturers to capitulate, and 
15,000 of the young women went back 
to work Monday on their own terms. 
Ten additional manufacturers, em- 
ploying 2200 girls, later yielded. 

The leaders of the union declare 
that it will be only a question of a 
short time before the 16,000 girls still 
on strike will also go back to work 
on the terms dictated by them. All 
the manufacturers are signing agree- 
ments ‘embodying provisions for bet- 
ter wages, better hours and better 
working conditions for a year. 


A DISAPPOINTEE CHINAMAN 


Expected Pardon Instead of Commuta- 
tion of Death Sentence 
Boston, Dec. 2.—Warry Charles, 
the Chinaman sentenced to death by 
electrocution for the murders in 
Chinatown in August, 1907, whose 
sentence has been commuted to life 
imprisonment, is much disappointed 
that his petition for a full pardon was 
not granted, as he had hoped that a 

full pardon might be given.

Andover Has a Part 


Andover has more than a passing 
interest in the efforts being made in 
Lawrence to build a new Y. M. C.A. 
building. Some of her own boys are 
at present active in the work of this 
association and many more of them 
have been beneficiaries of it during 
the past twenty years. As the leading 
city near to our own town, there can- 
not help being much that is of com- 
mon interest to both communities, 
and in this particular activity it is 
good to see that Andover will have 
a part. Only three days remain for 
active work if the sum that is re- 
quired is to be secured, but this is 
enough if all of those who are inter- 
ested in practical Christian work will 
do their share. 

The epidemic of new buildings for 
the Y. M. C. A> throughout the coun- 
try occasions considerable comment 
and some criticism, but those who 
criticize the time and the occasion 
fail to realize that when people are 
giving is the time to ask them to give 
more. On this theory these cam 
paigns are progressing all’ over the 
country and it is probable that more 
new buildings and new equipment 
for Y. M. C. A. development will be 
provided in thé next five years than 
in any twenty years in the history of 
the country. 

This is a good work to encourage. 
Non-sectarian, and without any prej- 
udice on strictly dogmatic religious 
policies, the institution has grown in 
power among men who like to see 
sound mind, sound body, and sound 
morals combined, until today it is 
doubtful if there are any forces in 
the country getting the results that 
are marked by genuine high charac- 
ter as effectively as is the Y. M. C. 
A. There are many people in Ando- 
ver who can afford to do a little push- 
ing in this present campaign in our 
neighboring city. They have been 
appealed to in the circular sent out, 
and it is probable that many of them 
will not be reached in any other way, 
but that alone should be sufficient. to 
secure a response without any fur- 
ther importuning by “Team One,” or 
“Team Ninety One.” ‘He who gives 
quickly gives twice.”

Smoking and Business 


To the Editor of the » Townsman. 

Dear Sir: You have often urged 
upon the citizens of Andover the im- 
ortance of making their purchases 
in town rather than in Lawrence, Bos- 
ton, or elsewhere. In order that this 
policy may be carried out, it is neces- 
sary not only that the goods pur- 
chased should be satisfactory, but 
also that the purchasing should be 
made attractive. .I venture to call 
attention to one respect in which con- 
ditions in some stores in town are 
not attractive, which may therefore 
be a reason why custom goes else- 
where. It is because the salesmen 
smoke in business hours. There are 
peuge | persons who have no objection 
at all to smoking in itself, who strong- 
ly object to it during business hours 
as an infringement upon the cus- 
tomer’s right to courtesy. Actions 
wholly personal, like eating, dressing, 
washing, smoking, should be perform- 
ed in private and not obtruded on the 
in private and not obtruded on the 
public. But this more than a matter 
of bad manners when it occurs in 
places. where food is sold. It is not 
pleasant to see the meat, fish, fruit, 
groceries which you are about to buy 
handled by a salesman with a half- 
smoked cigar in his mouth, and to 
know that the articles have been 


smoke, There are many persons who 
would never enter again where they 
had: once been. subjected to this in- 
dignity unless they were obliged to 
do so, 

There is much speculation why 
Germany is distancing the world in 
her foreign trade. German’ goods are 
taking the lead over those of Amer- 
ica and England in Manchuria, Ar- 
gentina, Africa, and in almost every 
region the German trader enters. It 
is not because the goods themselves 
are always better than those of other 
countries, but—as we are finding out 
to our cost—because the German 
takes the trouble to consult the wishes 
of his customers. He finds out what 
they want before shipping; he learns 
what fashions are preferred; he packs 
his goods to suit the market; he con- 
ducts his correspondence in his cus- 
tomers’ language. In all ways he 
consults their taste, even though he 
may regard it as a whim. And mean- 
time England and America fling their 
goods at the foreigner’s head with a 
“Take it-or leave it!” It-is-no won- 
der under the circumstances that they 
leave it. That is a lesson it would 
be well for Andover business men to 
consider, «If ‘trade is to be kept in 
town, trading here must be made at- 
tractive. If men prefer their cigars 
to their customers, they must not be 
surprised if customers prefer shops 
where there is no suggestion of taint. 
It is often said that business is busi- 
ness. That, in the best sense, is what 
it should be, not half-indulgence. 
Public officials—railway conductors, 
policemen, postmen, soldiers—are not 
allawed to smoke while on duty. No 
business-man should allow himself to 
do so. A part of the competition of 
other towns would be diminished 1 
Andover men drew a clearer line be- 
tween personal habits and those o 
business. Courtesy, promptness, 
clleanliness, are recognized as factors 
in securing trade. So is freedom from

One afternoon early in October an 
Andover lady who is interested in| 
doing deeds of kindness, took The 
Spectator through some of the tene- 
ment houses in Lawrence, and The 
Spectator had the rare experience to 
meet and talk with scores of boys 
and girls from six to fifteen years of 
age. Most of the larger girls carried 
babies in their arms—babies with lit- 
tle, old, patient faces—very different 
from Andover’s dimpled darlings, 
tucked away in their cribs hours be- 
fore the children of the tenements 
think of forsaking the dirty alleys. 
One coquettish little maid called The 
Spectator’s attention to a frayed; 
length of rope braided in her hair, | 
and informed .him_ saucily that 
“blondes is in.’ Many of the chil- 
dren were perternaturally shrewd ae | 
droll, but they were not ruder in their 
manner than some of the boys and 
girls right here in Andover. They 
were bare-headed, some of them were 
bare-footed, ragged and pale, but by 
no means repulsive, and The Spec- 
tator felt as he looked into their 
bright, young faces that it would not 
be impossible .to love and labor for 
them. The Christmas season is at 
hand, and are these children going to 
be forgotten? Many of our towns- 
women are in a position to have a 
warm personal sympathy with these 
children of the tenements and it} 
should be our duty and pleasure to 
benefit and bless them.

The other day. a dog tore i 
Main street-and--several persons lost 
no time in seeking places of safety. 
They suspected the animal of being 
mad. Their alarm was quite unnec- 
essary, as the animal was merely be- 
wildered and frightened at some- 
thing, the nature of which The Spec- 
tator could not learn.

NO. 3—THE BAPTIST CHURCH 
By the Pastor 


The Andover Baptist church was 
organized in 1832. 

The location of the church is like 
that of Ishmael, “In the presence of 
His brethren,” in thé central square 
of the town, surrounded by two Con- 
gregational, one Episcopal and one 
Catholic church. The history of the 
church has not wanted experiences 
which paralleled Ishmael’s in an- 
other way—every man’s hand against 
him and his hand against every man. 
But that time is long past and at 
present the relations of the churches 
illustrate the song of the Hebrew 
poet, “Behold how good and how 
pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in harmony.” The denom- 
inations of Andover have come to 
recognize that the best results are 
obtained by churches each singing 
their own “part”, but all trying to 
keep to the “key” as given by the 
Spirit of Christ. It is*a distinct ad- 
vance when Christians recognize that 
harmony allows diversity; and that 
the best results are obtained by each 


of the present church building and 
hasbeen a member ever since that 
time. 

The Sunday school is well organ- 
ized and has an enrollment of two 
hundred and fifty in the main school, 
seventy-nine in the house department, 
and twenty-six in thé cradle roll. 

There is a Young Men’s Club in 
connection with the S. S. called the 
Andover Echo Club. The club meets 
monthly. for social and moral im- 
provement. The ladies have a flour- 
ishing Missionary Society which con- 
ducts mission study and gives gener- 
ously to mission work. 

A “Farther Lights society” has just 
been formed among the young ladies 
with a very encouraging membership. 

The Young People’s Society of 
Christian Endeavor carries on that 
line of work vigorously. 

The finances of the church are pro- 
vided for by voluntary subscription. 
The Ladies’ Aid Society of former 
years has become a Standing Com- 
mittee of the Church, called the Social 
Committee and has charge of the soc- 
ial features of the church life.
